LIKE a pied piper, South Mel- 
bourne Hellas star Paul Trimboli 
can leave the dressing rooms after 
a match surrounded by his own 
troop of adoring fans. 

Many of them are devoted to the 
handsome, young Hellas striker, 
others are fascinated and curious 
about this rising star who is a phe- 
nomenon in NSL soccer. 

Children shove pieces of paper 
at him, he patiently signs each one. 

Teenage girls hope he'll 
acknowledge them with a wink or a 
smile. 

In Victoria where Aussie Rules 
football rules the roost, Trimboli is 
one out of the hat for soccer. 

The adulation hasn't quite 
reached the pop star stage just yet 
- but close to it. 

His ability transcends the age 
barrier and his easy going charm 
and good looks melt the hearts of 
the less committed. 

On the field he gets the same 
attention, but usually of the less 
delicate variety. 

He is one of the high profile 
players in today's NSL but this 
remarkable young man is unaffect- 
ed by the whole business. 

"I'm happy to talk to anyone who 
wants to talk to me because that 
sort of thing is important," he says 
modestly. 

"People say that soccer doesn't 
get enough publicity so | believe it 
can only help if | can take the time 
to meet and talk with supporters." 

Even the prediction from one 
coach that Trimboli could be "Aus- 
tralia's best ever" is unlikely to turn 
his head, particularly when he's sur- 
rounded by his teammates at South 
Melbourne. 

"Soccer players will be soccer 
players and they'll pay out on any- 


thing,” Trimboli says with a grin. 
"Everyone has his turn at cop- 
ping it and at the slightest thing 


TRIMBOLI'S ADVICE TO YOUNGSTERS 


"I've seen a lot of young players who have been brilliant at one stage 
and then faded out, some not playing at all these days.

penalty area. His close skills, ability 
to turn defenders and clinical finish- 
ing are the features of his game. 

Anytime he's on the ball spells 
danger for opponents and he has 
come in for more than his fair share 
of attention. 

"He has got such a good tem- 
perament," says coach Brian Gar- 
vey. 

"He certainly gets some stick on 
the field but he just picks himself up 
and gets on with the game. : 

"That must be particularly frus- 
trating for defenders who might go 
out with the intention of kicking him 
only to find it doesn't even bother 
him." 

Trimboli says it is simpler than 
that. 

"I'm not a fighter and there's 
every chance someone might 
knock my head off," he says with a 
grin.

"| mean I'm not the quickest guy 
in the world so | can't take the ball 
from the halfway and beat three 
players. 

"| rely a lot on other players. 

"| need to increase my pace, for- 
get my heading and | could improve 
on my weaker foot." 


MANTLE 

TRIMBOLI made his senior! 
debut with Victorian League club 
Brighton as a 15 year old. 

Just five years down the track 
he finds himself labelled as the 
leader of the next generation of 
Socceroos. 

But the manile, bestowed on 
him by grace of his goal in the 
World Cup qualifier against Israel, 
doesn't rest easy on his shoulder. 

"Look, people are always look- 
ing for someone to spotlight and to 
say ‘this is the person who'll do this 


or do that'," he explains. 

"But | don't even think about 
that. 

"There are 200 other players 
who are going to be involved in the 
Socceroos teams of the next few 
years. 

"And who knows, next year | 


might be playing that badly that | 
won't even get picked." 


TARGET 

TRIMBOLI is bound to be an 
obvious target for overseas clubs in 
the next few years. 

But the quietly spoken star, who 
is still a student, is quite happy with 
his lot in life for the time being. 

"I'm a wait-and-see type of per- 
son," he says. 

"Sometimes | get sick of hearing 
people asking me when I'm going 
to go (overseas). 

"| feel like saying 'Look, leave 
me alone, I'm happy at the 
moment.' 

"Sometimes it feels as if every- 
one wants to run my life. 

"I've never had any offers but if 
something happens I'll think about it 
seriously. 

"Until then | just want to do my 
best for South Melbourne and 
hopefully win a championship with 
the club. 

"And of course, | want to contin- 
ue playing for the Socceroos." 

Playing for Australia is his great- 
est thrill in the game and one he 
hopes to repeat. 

"Being born here, playing for 


Australia means everything," he

He is based at Ceniral 
Manchester College, haven for 


most of United's aspiring stars, 
aiming for his three "O" levels 
in English literature, eco- 
nomics and drama. 

He remains on that studént 
visa and whilst not wanting to di- 
vulge too much, young Mark said 
that United are working on obtain- 
ing the work permit as soon as 
possible. 

Proof of that has come in the 
form of a letter from Manchester 
United to Mark's parents in Syd- 
ney. 

Mark's father, Mark senior, di- 
vulged that the club is confident 
of gaining a work permit and sug- 
gested that a professional placing 
is likely to follow soon after. 

Mark snr said, "We were over 
there for a few weeks earlier this 
year courtesy of the club, and Mr. 
Ferguson wade it very clear to us 
(Mark snr and wife Francis) that 
Mark had a big future with the 
club. 

"The fact that Liverpool and 
Manchester went to the lengths 
they did to sign Mark is testimony 
to his ability."

Marconi retained the National 
Soccer League title in dramatic 
style by scoring the winning goal 
in injury time of the Grand Final 
against Sydney Olympic. 

The NSL's top scorer Zlatko 
Nastevski - perhaps predictably 
- headed in the only goal of the 
game following a cross from the 
left by Jean Paul De Marigny. 
The Grand Final was played 
in front of a record crowd of 
23,387 spectators and brought a 
thrilling climax to one of the most 
successful NSL championships 
in the league's 13 year history. 
The title was Marconi's third - 
and it came after the club had 
streaked away to win the minor 
remiership (the home & away 
league campaign) by the prover- 
bial country mile.

"If they act as soon as the in- 
jury occurs, the problem can be 
fixed a lot earlier." 

| Varigos was appointed as Mel- 
bourne Croatia's consultant and 
looked after the knocks, bruises 
and strains of most of the first 
team players. 

'Groin problems are the most com- 
mon in soccer in comparison to VFL 
football, where hamstrings are the 
main complaints." 

Varigos' clinics are sports orientated 
and carry extensive gym rehabilitation 
programmes, and are set up to tend to 
soft tissue injuries, ankle strains and 
knee constructions. 

"We can virtually look after all body 
contact injuries and bruises,” he said.

DISASTER YEARS

The appointment of English- 
man Brian Green as national 
coach in August 1975 marked 
the start of the most turbulent pe- 
tiod for the Socceroos. 

Green had been named 
coach of the year by the English 
Football League Coaches and 
Trainers’ Association for having 

uided Chester to promotion. But 
the NSW Federation complained 
that a local appointment would 
have been more appropriate 
than someone from England's 
fourth division. 

Green was recommended by 
Rothmans National Coaching Di- 
rector Eric Worthington, but the 
Australian coaching establish- 
ment was angry that its own 
members had been overlooked. 

Reporting Green's eppolns 
ment, the Sydney paper "Soccer 
World" recalled that Green 

layed for Prague without dis- 
inction in 1964. He got his first 

jame after the seventh round of 
the season, Prague lost and 
"Soccer World" gave Green a 
low rating of two out of six for the 
match. 

The following week, in anoth- 
er 1-2 loss by Prague, Green 
played his last game in Australia 
and once again was awarded a 
two point rating. 

"Soccer World" wrote: "New- 
comer Green was especially re- 
sponsible for creating hopeless 
confusien in the Prague forward 
ine." 

Green was then dropped and 
returned to England in July to at- 
tend his father's funeral. 

Prague had to lodge a £140 
bond with the Immigration De- 
partment as Green had come to 
Australia as an assisted migrant. 

He did not return... that is, not 
until 1975 when he arrived as 
Australia's new national coach! 

Green, describing himself as 
a winner, a man who does not 
fail, said he resented being pre- 
judged by his opponents. He 
wanted to be judged on his 
record. 

But Green lasted only nine 
matches - five against the USSR 
in a series promoted by Michael 
Edgley, one against Velez 
Mostar and two against New 


Zealand.

In early 1976, the NSW Fed- 
eration stopped paying $3500 
a year towards Green's salary. 

The contribution had been 
intended as payment for 
Green's duties as NSW Direc- 


tor of Coaching but the feder- 
ation said neither it nor Green 
knew what he was supposed 
to be doing in that capacity. 

Just before NSW an- 
nounced this "sacking", 
Green appealed in court on a 
charge of having stolen two 
LP records from a store in 
Sydney. 

He was convicted and 
newspapers throughout Aus- 
tralia ran the story. 

The theft was brought up 
everywhere he went. There 
were jokes about how a coach 
should be "judged on his 
record” and eventually Green 
returned to England in dis- 


grace. 
CARETAKERS 
Before Green's appointment, 
Worthington had filled in 
as national coach for two 
matches against Kaz Dey- 
#na's Legia Warsaw (2-2 in 
dney and 1-2 in Brisbane), 
while Victorian state coach Tony 
Boggi was at the helm for two 
ames against Glasgow 
angers (1-2 in Sydney, 1-0 in 
Brisbane), one ‘against Manch- 
ester United (0-4), one against 
China (1-0) and one against 
Benfica (2-2).

He had come into conflict 
with ASF president Sir Arthur 
George over bonus money 
which the ASF had failed to pay 
him. The ASF claimed it did not 
owe him any money, and despite 
his glowing record of 27 wins 
and 17 draws from a total of 58 
matches over four years, he was 
passes up in 1975, 76 and again 
in 5 


It was the ASF's parting with 
Rasic, as much as the loss of 
Jimmy Mackay, Manfred Schae- 
fer (retired), Johnny Warren, 
Doug Utjesenovic (Injured), Ray 
Richards, Ernie Campbell and 
Branko Buljevic (omitted) that 
created a long period of turmoil. 

Buljevic, one of Australia's 
greatest players, made his last 
appearance for the Socceroos 
against Benfica, scoring both 
goals in the 2-2 draw. He was 
unable to get time off from work 
for the USSR series and was 
never recalled.

SHOULDER 

The appointment of 29 year 
old Jim Shoulder in 1976 re- 
mains probably the most con- 
tentious and petulant decision 
made by the ASF. 

Shoulder was competent at 
running courses for aspiring 
coaches but had hardly any 
experience as a team coach. 
He had come to Australia to be 
ACT Director of Coaching in 
Worthington's national coach- 
ing scheme, run by the Roth- 
mans Sports Foundation. 

When Green did his moon- 
light flit, Shoulder was among 
23 coaches seeking Green's 


job. 

The ASF finally reduced 
this list to four - Rasic, John 
Warren, Shoulder and Alan 
Vest. 

Vest, an English born for- 
mer New Zealand international, 
was state coach of Western 
Australia - and the man 
favoured by Worthington and 
Sir Arthur George. 

NSW wanted either Rasic or 
Warren but both were eliminat- 
ed in separate ballots. That left 
Shoulder and Vest. 

The ASF executive appoint- 
ed Shoulder on a vote of 17 to 
7. NSW had voted against Vest 
because Vest was backed by 
the political forces that had 
eliminated Rasic and Warren. 

“You got the coach you de- 


serve," a NSW delegate said to 
Sir Arthur after the ballot. 

Sir Arthur was later quoted 
in the press saying, "If NSW 
had not voted for Shoulder, he 
von have been beaten 11- 


HARTLEPOOL 

Jim Shoulder, younger than 
some of his Socceroo players, 
former left back of Hartlepool 
and Scarborough in England, 
was suddenly national coach of 
Australia on $16,500 plus a car - 
great pay for 1976.
